BAPTIST  EDUCATION  At  PROBLEMS 
.  IN  BRAZIL. 

Difference s  in  Atncrkan  and  Brazilian  Education- 


jsum»  in  rqulpmenf  and  divert  a  large  (acuity  of 
njiBuionarie*  from  other  lines  pf  service  to  create 
a  college  In  Ilraxll?  It  would  be  to  throw  the 
denomination's  money  in  a  lonesome  sinkhole. 
There  are  three  powerful  currents  of  education 
in  Brazil— government  schools,  Catholic  orders. 


There  are  mawr.  Primary  education  Is  detach- 
ed.  It  belongs  to  no  part  of  the  system  and  Is  al¬ 
most  universally  neglected.  There  Is  Where  w« 
have  our  great  opportunity  to  ^erve  the  country. 
The  public  schools  arc  fanned  opt  to  teachers,  who 
like  the  Judges  have  a  life-time  Job,  and  they  gem 
erally  hold  school  in  their  fronlj  parlors,  In  many 
limber  of  public  school  buildings 


Congress.  All  three  of  those  Currents  run  In 
favor  of  Continuance  of  the  present  plan  of  an 
education  that  culminates  In  technical  training. 
If  Baptists  attempted  to  establish  a  college,  they 
would  haw  to  stem  the  combined  force  of  those 
three  mighty  currents  In  the  national  life  and 
if  they  won  there  would  be  no  demand  for  the 
education  they  would  offer  In  their  college  except 
op  the  part  of  Seminary  students. 

Would  ft  be  best  for  the  8emlnary  students? 
They  come  largely  from  the  Interior,  where  only 
primary  educational  advantages  arc  offered.  So 
they  have  from  five  to  seven  years  before  they 
can  graduate  from  the  high  school.  Then  they 
have  three  years  of  Seminary  studies.  Their 
Oiaturlty  and  their  exceptional  training  In  Eng¬ 
lish,  French.  Spanish  and  Portuguese  throw  a 
great  literature  open  to  them  and  make  them  bet¬ 
ter  capable  of  theological  Investigations  than 
our  high  school  graduates.  To  add  four  more 


of  the  limited  nj 
there  is  an  lmagi 
gion. 

Secondary  education  leads  I  to  tbej !  technical 
schools.  A  career  In  Brazil  leafls  through  a  tech¬ 
nical  school.  To  be  somebody  ope  uiulst  have  stud¬ 
ied  In  the  law  sc  toil,  medical,  military  school,  en¬ 
gineering  school,  normal  school  denial  school,  or 
Catholic  theologljcal  seminary.  Only  a  small  per 
cent  of  graduates  of  law  school  ever  practice 
law.  They  graduated  there  not  with  .a  law  career 
in  view,  but  to  ^e  “Doctor".  Tjwo  thirds  of  thosji 
who  enter  a  Catholic  seminary  get  ttyelr  educa¬ 
tion  and  abandon  the  priesthood  before  taking 
their  vowa.  I  lave  a  number  of  friendB  whit 
have  done  that.  Often  men  have  fatten  Into  s 
theological  trend  of  thought  and  When  they 
leave  the  Cathot  c  seminaries  offer  themselves* as 
employees  of  ou|'  mission.

Have  mission  schools  a  Christian  mission? 

They  have.  But  how  to  fulfill  It  is  not  easy 
to  demonstrate.  1  will  show  yon  four  types.  L 
One  great  Protestant  educator  says  the  mission 
School  does  not  exist  for  propaganda,  so  neither 
be  nor  hts  faculty  make  any  propaganda  for  the 
gospel.  His  Ideal  Is  to  establish  an  Institution 
that  can  be  pointed  to  as  doing  thorough  work 
pnd  as  a  demonstration  of  the  practical  value  of 
Protestantism  to  a  nation.  He  Is 'reaching  his 
!  deal. 

The  leading  pastor  of  hts  denomination  In  the 
City  told  ub  the  results  of  such  a  policy.

No  more  Important  gathering  of  the 
natiqns  representatives  was  ever  held  In  the  world, 
and  iwe  should  all  pray  earnestly  that  these  men 
may  be  divinely  guided  to  right  conclusions.  'We 
are  4lso  of  the  opinion  that  a  League  of  Nations 
is  the  best  method  jof  securing  the  future  peace 
of  the  world;  though  on  this  subject  tijere  is  dif¬ 
ference  of  opinion  among  wise  men.  But  the 
aver:  ge  church  and  a  majority  of  the  preachers 
know  almost  as  little  about  it  as  about)  the  rings 
of  Si  .turn.  And  what  Is  more  they  ian  go  on 
knowing  nothing  abdut  It  and  do  fairly  Rood  work 
in  their  God  appointed  Sphere  of  prelchlng  the 
gospd.  "It  will  be  well  for  every  Christian  to  in- 
forjn  himself  about  matters  pertaining  to  the 
peace  of  the  world.  a|nd  as  a  citizen  he  has  a  right 
to  fully  express  his  opinion.  But  “tbie  church” 
has  matters  more  Important  than  discussing  a 
League  of  Nations. 

This  plea  to  “thei  church"  to  assert  itself  in 
matters  political  shows  an  absolutely  false  'con- 
ceptic  n  of  what  "the  church”  is .  for  and  a  piti¬ 
fully  confused  notion  of  what  “the  church"  is. 
The  commission  of  Christ  to  His  churches  was 
to  make  disciples,  bjaptlze  them  and  teach  them 
to  observe  all  His  j  commands.  There  will  be 
many  by-products  of  the  gospel  which  are  of 
great  value,  such  as  social,  economic  aad  govern¬ 
ment  reforms,  but  tihese  are  the  consequence  of 
preaching  a  pure  gdspel.  and  must  not  be  made 
substitutes  for  it  If  they  should  engage  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  churqhes  as  such,  these  Idl vine  in¬ 
stitutions  would  not  only  fall  of  their  great  pur¬ 
pose.  but  these  secondary  results  or  tar-products 
would  not  -continue.!  The  only  war  for  the 
churdhes  to  influence  the  social  organism  or  to 
revolutionize  politick  is  to  stick  to  tpeir  busi¬ 
ness  L>f  preaching  the  word  of  God  and  saving 
and  transfiguring  men.  Men  transformed  will 
transform  society  and  governments.  All  the  most 
modern  and  up-to-date  devices  of  th*  civilized 
world  set  down  In  the  heart  of  Africa  Would  avail 
nothing.  There  mutt  be  something  which  works 
a  change  in  the  people  from  within,  j  We  don’t 
knowj  much  about  "ihe  church,"  but  wi  do  know 
the  business  of  the  |  churches  is  like  tpat  of  our 
Lord  to  seek  and  to  {save  that  which  isjlost.  This 
Is  nqt  to  deny  that  there  are  certain  lines  of  so¬ 
cial  service  for  the  churches  and  for  individual 
Christians.  But  firs{  things  must  bo  ftrpt.  . 

The  other  point  We  wish  to  make  is  that  there 
is  no!  such  thing  in  fact  and  in  opera tipn  as  "the 
ahutth”  In  the  way  (we  cannot  say  the  sense) 
In  w^lch  that  term  is  used  by  reltgio-JonUco-soclo- 
ecomjmic  fadists.

The  Southern  Sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  will  soon  open  Work  of  transform¬ 
ing  the  magnificent  building  from  a  Country  Club 
to  a  Sanatorium  is  nearing  completion.  Equip¬ 
ment  has  been  purchased  and  much  of  it  is  ready 
to  be.  Installed.  The  institution  will  open  at  the 
latest,  by  the  15th  of  February,  if  contractor* 
can  complete  their  contracts  for  equipment  by 
this  time.  It  will  open  February  1st. 

The  superintendent  is  overwhelmed  with  appli¬ 
cations  for  admission  to  tne  charity  department 
Only  one  patient  in  ten  ca»  be  a  charity  patient 
and  there  ig  no  fund  with  vhlch  to  care  for  other 
charity  patients.  It  looks  low  as  if  at  the  open¬ 
ing.  there  will  be  more  a[  plicants  for  places  as 
pay  patients  than  cat\  be  iccomodated;  however, 
some  of  theAe  will  likely  not  come  and  there  may 
be  a  few  places  available. 

Churches  who  have  meribers,  or  people  who 
have  friends  Buffering  from  tuberculosis  and 
who  wish  these  persons  ca'ed  for  as  charity  pa¬ 
tients,  ought  to  provide  fu  ids  to  care  for  them, 
where  it  is  possible  to  do  io,  so  that  the  denom¬ 
ination  may  be  relieved  Of  this  expense.  People 
who  are  able  to  contribute  to  the  charity  fund, 
should  send  offerings  for  tils  purpose. 

A  number  of  states  have  already  indicated 
their  intention  of  raising  their  portion  of  the 
$50,000.00  which  we  are  raising  by  next  May  for 
the  permanent  building  aid  improvement  fund. 
We  need  very  large  sums  Df  money  with  which 
to  provide  a  great  life  saving  institution  for 
people  afflicted  with  tubeicuiosls.

Our  apportion¬ 
ment  is  less  than  llalf  <  the  church  gave  in  every 
Instance,  and  in  the  case  of  Pleasant  Grove  our 
apportionment  was  actually  less  than  the  church 
gave  last  year.  *  i 

It  would  be  altogether  unbusinesslike  fo  base 
the  apportionment  on  number  of  members.  We 
have  some  churches  with  less  than  twenty-live 
members  who  are  able  to  give  more  than  some 
other  churches  with  over  two  hundred  members. 
1  have  In  mind  now  a  church  with  seven  members 
which  gave  last  year  over  $500.  The  Lord  does 
not  measure  the  responsibility  of  a  church  by  the 
number  of  its  members,  but  by  the  ability  of  the 
members.  Let  every  man  give  as  the  Lord  has 
prospered  him. 

And,  Brother  Harris,  we  went  over  the  top  on 
our  apportonment  last  year.  Yes.  sir*  we  went 
away  over.  And  we  are  going  over  again  this 
year. 

The  apportionment  is  only  a  suggestion  our 
Board  is  making  to  the  churches  trying  to  indi¬ 
cate  to  them  their  responsibility  in  kingdom 
work.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  comparisons.  What 
is  asked  of  one  church  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  responsibility  of  another  church.  Let  every 
church  face  the  question  of  its  own  apportionment 
If  It  wants  to  give  five  times  its  apportionment 
who  shall  say  it  nay,  if  It  gives  less  who  shall 
take  it  to  task.

The  (Moved  Physician  Gives 

Hl»  Life  for  the  Refugees. 

I  well  remember  a  conversation  I 
had  with  Dr.  J.  R.  Hykes.  head  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  in  China,  on 
the  evening  that  the  Shanghai  Fam¬ 
ine  committee  eras  organized.  Several 
weeks  after  our  missionary  committee 
was  formed,  tl)ey  sent  me  as  their 
representative  to  Shanghai  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  many  of  t  ie  leading  for¬ 
eign  and  Chinese  business  men  and 
ifficlala  of  that  city,  ct  lied  to  meet  In 
the  city  hall  for  the  pu  ‘pose  of  organ¬ 
ising  a  committee  to  iseiat  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  the  Chlm  ae  government 
In  their  efforts  to  save  ;he  lives  of  the 
suffering  people  In  the  famine  region. 
The  roreign  consuls,  many  prominent 
foreign  merchants,  missionaries  and 
leading  Chinese  official*  and  mer¬ 
chants  served  on  this  committee 
Which  raised  large  stime  of  money 
ahd  shipped  In  large  quantities  of 
foodstuffs  which  they  entrusted  to 
our  missionary  organisation  for  dis¬ 
tribution. 

As  we  left  the  hall  where  this 
meeting  was  held  I  walked  some  dis¬ 
tance  with  Dr.  Hykes  and  he  said. 
"McCrea,  some  of  you  (men  who  are 
hellplng  In  this  famine  work  will  lose 
our  lives.  I  helped  In  the  great  fam- 
ine  In  Shansi  in  the  70s  and  we  lost 
veVeral  fine  men  then  and  It  will 
'■ajppen  again.  Overwork,  famine  fev¬ 
er!  and  other  disease  will  take  their 
to|l.  But  the  price  must  be  paid.  We 
missionaries  canuot  consider  our 
health' or  our  lives  as  our  own  nt  a 
time  Like  this." 

Boniffj  months  later  these  words 
were  to  be  brought  to  my  remom- 
brjanre  In  a  way  never  to  be  forgotten

When 
our  daughter  Jennie  was  born  In 
Chlnkslang  In  1906  the  attending 
phyntclan  was  Dr.  J.  E.  Wllllatnn  of 
the  China  Island  Mission.  He  was  a 
quiet-spoken,  gentle  Englishman  of 
middle  life.  A  lover  of  children  with 
no  children  of  bin  own.  he  was  very 
kind  to  our  little  folk#.  Our  homes 
were  only  a  few  minutes  apart  and 
the  relations  between  our  family 
were  happy  and  affectionate.  8ervlng 
us  faithfully  and  unselfishly  In  sev¬ 
eral  trying  crises  we  lenfned  to  love 
him  very  dearly. 

In  the  winter  of  the  great  famine 
40,000  refugees  from  tlhe  stricken 
area  gathered  in  Chlnklffng.  As  our 
committee,  of  which  Dr.  Williams  was 
a  member,  organised  Us  different  de¬ 
partment*  Of  service,  he  Was  natural¬ 
ly  put  In  charge  of  the  njedlcal  work 
for  these  refugees.  It  waff  at  once  ap-

parent  that  there  must  be  a  great  ] 
deal  of  sickness  among  these  thou¬ 
sands  of  undernourished  and  unwash¬ 
ed  people,  living  on  the  ground  In  the 
cold  and  wet,  with  only  a  little  mat-  1 
ting  between  them  and  the  sky.  Fam¬ 
ine  fever,  email  pox,  dysentery  and 
other  diseases  soon  began  their 
dreadful  work  among  the  sufferers. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  offic¬ 
ials  of  the  Shanghai-Nanklng  Rail¬ 
way.  a  temporary  hospital  and  dis¬ 
pensary  was  erected  on  the  railway 
grounds  near  the  famine  camp.  Here 
through  that  awful  winter  and  spring 
In  addition  to  his  regular  work  as  a 
medical  missionary,  this  good  .physi¬ 
cian  and  bis  native  assistant*  minis¬ 
tered  to  many  hundreds  of  the  sick 
refugee*. 

The  last  time  I  ever  saw  my  dear 
friend  wa*  in  this  hospital  where  I 
had  gone  to  see  him  on  some  builness 
connected  with  the  famine  work.  He 
was  surrounded  with  diseased,  fever 
stricken  men  and  women,  gathered  in 
the  room  and  about  the  door  outside 
waiting  their  turn  for  examination 
and  treatment.  Where  there  should 
bave  been  a  large  staff  of  doctors  and 
nurses  he  labored  alone,  with  a  few 
poorly  trained  Chinese  helpers.  1 
shall  never  forget  the  picture  as  he 
sat  at  the  table.  In  bis  Chinese  clothes 
presenting  a  figure  like  that  of  hla 
Master  when  on  that  quiet  evening  < 
in  Ceperaum  he  yra*  surrounded  by  - 
the  sick  and  afflected. 

The  special  aignlficance  in  thla  pic¬ 
ture  lay  In  the  fact  that  these  Chin-  ^ 
ese  came  from  a  district  that  bad  al¬ 
ways  been  bitterly  anti-forelgn  and 
antl-Chrlatlan.  Missionaries  who  had 
visited  their  villages  had  been  met 
with  showers  of  clods  and  dung  and 
bad  been  cursed  with  the  vilest  epit¬ 
hets  of  the  Chinese  language  which  is 
exceedingly  rich  In  curse  words  and 
profanity. 

Now  hunger  and  disease  had  killed 
their  pride  and  they  had  turned  to  j 
the  "foreign  devil"  doctor  for  help.  < 
ed  to  their  need  es  the  slow  day*  and 
this  overworked,  weary  men  mlnieter- 
Wlth  what  gentleness  and  patience 
weeks  slipped  by!  In  the  spirit  of  his 
Master  he  had  compassion  on  their 
suffering. 

It  was  almost  time  for  the  new  har¬ 
vest  In  the  early  summer  when  the 
famine  refugeee  would  be  leaving  for 
their  homes  in  the  north.  We  were 
busy  making  ready  for  the  coming 
of  the  transport  Buford,  the  relief 
Ship  of  which  I  have  told  in  another 
story.
